Nearly 10,000 Albertans are 
calling on the province to 
regulate the smoking of herbal 
shisha in restaurants and bars, 
rather than banning the prac¬ 
tice outright. 

After the Government of Al¬ 
berta said in a 2012 report that 
it was exploring options to ban 
smoking the herbal tobacco, a 
group of advocates got together 
and created Safe Shisha. 

A dozen Alberta restaurant 
owners, who offer the sub¬ 
stance in their eateries, have

joined the Safe Shisha coalition. 

“My clients want to see the 
industry continue but they also 
want to see it regulated,” said 
Don Martin, a lobbyist with Tel- 
lurion Solutions. 

The group is calling on the 
government to set minimum 
standards for ventilation, offer 
shisha establishments a special 
licence and set standards for 
products, age of customers and 


the location of businesses that 
offer shisha. “It’s a 100 per cent 
unregulated industry,” Martin 
said. 

Nearly 12,000 people have 
signed a petition the group is 
circulating and the campaign 
is gaining traction on social 
media, he said. 

The coalition has also re¬ 
leased poll results of 900 Alber¬ 
tans that showed many people 
believe a shisha ban would 
impact cultural diversity in Al¬ 
berta and politicians could be 
viewed negatively if they sup¬ 
port such a ban. 

When asked if “a city 
councillor, mayor or MLA sup¬ 
porting a ban would be viewed 
negatively by you in the next 
election,” 47 per cent said yes, 
35 per cent said no and 18 per 
cent said no effect. 

In the poll, respondents also 
voiced support for a ventilation 
requirement and a special clas¬ 
sification of licence for busi¬ 
nesses that offer shisha.

Albert MacBride came to 
honour his friends, but not 
to remember the war they 
fought in. 

“I don’t like to remem¬ 
ber,” he said. “I lost two good 
friends.” 

MacBride was among a 
dwindling number of Korean 
War veterans at the Alberta 
legislature Sunday, taking 


part in a ceremony mark¬ 
ing the 60th anniversary of 
the ceasefire that ending the 
fighting. 

The ceasefire did not sig¬ 
nal the end of war, but a truce 
that divided Korea into north 
and south, which is how they 
have remained since. 

MacBride, now 82, drove 
a Sherman tank during the 
war and said it was a difficult 
experience. 

“Living through this is 
something that you would 
never believe,” he said. 

Gord Carter, who served 
in the artillery, said the year 
he spent in Korea is one he 
will never forget. 

“It was long, cold and ter¬ 
rifying,” he said.

frightening part was when 
the enemy returned fire.

Donald Ethell told 
the crowd it’s vital that Can¬ 
adians keep coming out to 
remember the Korean War. 

“We must be vigilant as 
Canadians to ensure our his- 
toiy is preserved and passed 
down,” he said. “The valour 
of our Canadians in Korea 
cannot be overstated.” 

Carter said Canadians are 
now starting to pay more 
attention to the conflict, but 
for a long time it was a for¬ 
gotten war. 

“When we came back 
form Korea, no one even 
knew we were in Korea. 
There was no welcoming 
committee, you just got off 
the train at your stop,” he 
said.

From Saturday morning 
until 11 a.m. on Sunday, for

Provincial flood money to depend on where you live 


Albertans living in impacted 
flood-fringe areas will receive 
an average of $10,000 to beef 
up protection in their homes 
and the province will rely on 
a new formula to replenish 
— or completely rebuild — 
properties severely damaged 
by last month’s historic water 
surges, officials announced 
Sunday. 

But Municipal Affairs Min¬ 
ister Doug Griffiths conceded 
Sunday that mitigation in the 


designated flood-fringe does 
not necessarily mean homes 
will be flood-proof in the 
event of future disaster. 

“The mitigation is about 
what measures can be taken 
... what can we do to reduce 
the cost, so we’re not spend¬ 
ing $150,000 of taxpayers’ dol¬ 
lars to redo a basement and in¬ 
stead making sure it’s $3,000 
to 4,000 to do it,” he said. 

During a technical brief¬ 
ing Sunday, however, provin¬ 


cial emergency management 
officials said homes in the 
flood fringe not hit with last 
month’s flooding cannot apply 
for one-time mitigation fund¬ 
ing until they are damaged in 
a future disaster. 

But Griffiths backed off that 
statement slightly, saying miti¬ 
gating damaged homes will be 
first priority. 

“We don’t want to spread 
ourselves too thin,” he added. 

Still, the lack of clarity 


was cause for great concern 
for Edmontonians such as Bill 
Moore-Kilgannon, Riverdale 
community league president. 
Many homes in his area are 
in the flood-fringe but es¬ 
caped damaging waters in last 
month’s surge. 

“If you’re in a flood-fringe, 
then you should be eligible for 
(funding) regardless of if you 
were flooded or not ... it’s in¬ 
credibly shortsighted,” he said.

Teen’s keepsakes go

Family members of an Alberta 
teen killed by a suspected im¬ 
paired driver are pleading for 
thieves to return numerous 
keepsakes stolen from a road¬ 
side memorial. 

Cochrane resident Brandon 
Thomas, 17, died Dec. 6 when 
police say a pickup being driv¬ 
en in the wrong lane slammed 
into his car head-on. 

In his honour, friends and 
family established a roadside 
memorial at the spot where his 
vehicle came to a rest. It con¬ 
tained numerous keepsakes, 
including Brandon’s wallet, 
model cars, an X-Box control¬ 
ler he carted around to friends’ 
houses and a stuffed teddy 
bear from an ex-girlfriend he’d 
stayed close with. 


But, according to mother 
Kim Thomas, eveiy item was 
stolen sometime Friday. 

She and Brandon’s sister 
have called the RCMP, Alberta 
Transportation and Rocky 
View County to see if any offi¬ 
cials took the memorial down, 
but none claimed responsibil¬ 
ity. 


Kim is now pleading with 
whoever did take the items 
to simply return them to the 
spot, no questions asked. 

“The value, dollar-wise, 
means nothing, but that’s 
Brandon’s stairway to heaven 
right there,” Kim said. “We’ll 
never replace any of that stuff.”

Her body was spotted by 



passersby in a canoe. 

Const. Eric Hofley said that 
despite finding Gibson’s body, 
the investigation will continue. 

Hofley said autopsies have 
been conducted on Anna, 2, 


and Nicholas, three months, 
but they would not be releas¬ 
ing the cause of death due to 
the ongoing investigation. 

Hofley added an autopsy 
has also been completed on 
Lisa’s body. 

The police tape is now down 
around the family’s home, but 
a makeshift memorial of bal¬ 
loons, flowers, stuffed animals 
and notes of love and sadness 
remains piled on the property. 
A group of mothers held a vigil 
there Thursday night. Many 
others have taken to social 
media to express their sadness. 

There are reports Gibson 
was suffering from postpartum 
psychosis, but Hofley said he 
could not confirm any such 
details.

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PM no longer signs 
big hospitality bills 


Unannounced move. 

Harper has handed off 
the political hot potato 
to the clerk of the 
Privy Council following 
controversy over costs 


Stephen Harper’s signature is 
no longer needed for big hospi¬ 
tality bills run up by his bureau¬ 
crats. 

The prime minister has 
delegated that sometimes con¬ 
troversial duty to his senior 
public servant, the clerk of the 
Privy Council. 

The unannounced move 
— made last June — followed 
revelations of large hospitality 
expenses approved by Harper 
himself in the months before. 

The prime minister’s pre-ap¬ 
proval was given for an estimat¬ 
ed $22,000 hospitality bill in 
late 2011 for visiting European 
bureaucrats, for example, at a 
time of federal belt-tightening. 



The final hospitality costs 
for the three-day Ottawa event 
— including alcohol — were 
lower than expected, at $16,000 
for 45 people, 10 of them Can¬ 
adian public servants. 

The year before, The Can¬ 
adian Press reported that 
Harper personally approved a 
$7,400 bill for “refreshments” 
at a town hall meeting of pub¬ 
lic servants. The $42,000 event 
was held at the posh Westin Ho¬ 
tel, where meeting rooms cost 
$5,000 an hour. 

Under the previous proto¬ 


col, Harper was required to 
pre-approve all hospitality costs 
in excess of $5,000, under a 
government-wide directive to 
all ministers. 

But Treasuiy Board rules 
also allow a minister to dele¬ 
gate the authority to a deputy 
minister. 

Wayne Wouters, clerk of 
the Privy Council, now has 
signing authority, and must re¬ 
port his approvals on amounts 
over $5,000 to Harper eveiy six 
months. 

In the first six months 
after getting signing authority, 
Wouters reported, he approved 
$43,550 in hospitality at three 
events, including a whopping 
$27,000 for a four-day inter¬ 
national spy conference in May 
2012. 

Total costs for the Inter¬ 
national Intelligence Review 
Agencies conference, held in 
Ottawa for 60 delegates, ran 
to $136,000. The Canadian 
Press obtained the information 
under the Access to Informa¬ 
tion Act.

Mohammed Morsi sit-in camps, 
accusing protesters of “terror¬ 
ism” and vowing to deal with 
them decisively. 

Morsi’s Muslim Brother¬ 
hood denounced Saturday’s 
bloodshed as evidence of the 
brutality of the militaiy-backed 
regime. But many accused the 
group’s leaders of hying to cap¬ 
italize on the loss of life to win 
sympathy after millions took 
to the streets in a show of sup¬ 


port for the militaiy chief who 
ousted Morsi in a coup. 

Gen. Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi 
said he would take the popular 
support as a mandate to deal 
with violence and “potential 
terrorism.” 

Brotherhood supporters 
staunchly reject the new leader¬ 
ship and insist the only solu¬ 
tion is to reinstate Morsi. Mean¬ 
while, the interim leadership is 
pushing ahead with a fast-track 


transition plan to return to a 
democratically elected govern¬ 
ment by early next year. 

The violence continued Sun¬ 
day, when clashes during funer¬ 
als for two of the slain Morsi 
supporters left two men dead 
and scores injured. 

Interior Minister Moham¬ 
med Ibrahim warned security 
forces would deal decisively 
with attempts to destabilize the 
country, the associated press

Talks. Israeli cabinet 
approves release of 104 
Palestinian prisoners 


The U.S. on Sunday an¬ 
nounced the resumption of 
Israeli-Palestinian talks fol¬ 
lowing years of stalemate, 
after Israel’s cabinet agreed 
to release 104 Palestinian 
prisoners convicted of deadly 
attacks. 

The return to direct con¬ 
tact between the sides gave 
U.S. Secretaiy of State John 
Keriy his first concrete 
achievement after months of 
shuttle diplomacy. 

The U.S. said prelimin- 
aiy talks would begin Mon¬ 
day, but it remained unclear 
whether they will lead to a 
formal resumption of peace 
talks that broke down in 
2008. 

Despite a return to the 
table, neither side appeared 
upbeat. Each has blamed the 
other for the lack of success in 
20 years of negotiations inter¬ 
rupted by bouts of violence. 

Chief Palestinian negoti¬ 
ator Saeb Erelcat welcomed 
the vote on the prisoners as 
a “step toward peace,” one he 
said is long overdue. 

Negotiators made progress 
in previous rounds, and 
the outlines of a deal have 
emerged — a Palestinian 
state in most of the West 


Improving tense ties 


Afghan president 
accepts invitation 
to visit Pakistan 

Afghanistan’s president will 
make his first visit to Pak¬ 
istan in more than a year in 
an effort to mend strained 
relations between the two 
countries and in the hopes 
that he can enlist the sup¬ 
port of the new Pakistani 
government to help end the 
nearly 12-year Afghan war, 
an official said Sunday. 

The two nations have 
had tense ties for years, and

When Brian Rosebaum start¬ 
ed pitching cyber insurance 
to companies in 2006, he was 
met with blank stares from 
risk managers and resistance 
from information technology 
experts, who insisted their 
networks were impenetrable. 

All of that has changed in 
the past year and a half, said 
Rosebaum, who heads the 
cyber insurance division of 
Aon Corp.’s Canadian broker¬ 
age arm. 

“We’ve reached a thresh¬ 
old where people are now 
coming to us instead of us 
going to them,” said the vice 
president. 

Insurance brokers say the 
frequency of high-profile data 
breaches is causing a surge in 
demand for insurance prod¬ 
ucts that protect against losses 
stemming from cyber attacks. 

A breach can be costly. 


Data breaches 


• On Thursday, U.S. prosecu¬ 
tors charged five people 
with stealing 160 million 
credit and debit card 
numbers from companies 
including 7 -Eleven Inc., JC 
Penney and French retailer 
Carrefour, calling it the 
largest data breach in the 
country's history.

Mission aims to 
fight oyster disease 

Eleven years after a fatal dis¬ 
ease damaged Nova Scotia’s 
oyster industiy, a delegation 
is travelling to the U.S. to 
learn how New England’s 
aquaculture industiy was so 
successfully revitalized. 

The aquaculture associa¬ 
tions of both Nova Scotia 
and Prince Edward Island 
are leading a group of about 
16 researchers, industry 
delegates and govern¬ 
ment officials to Maine, 
Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island for a week-long visit 
to discuss technology and 
policy approaches to battle 
MSX disease. 

“Basically it’s a mission 
to go down and see how 
the oyster farmers in New 
England are managing to 
operate what seems to be

successful businesses in the 
presence of MSX disease,” 
said Bruce Hancock of the 
Nova Scotia Aquaculture 
Association. 

MSX is caused by a 
microscopic parasite and 
stands for Multinucleate 
Sphere X, which the disease 
was called when first 
discovered in Chesapeake 
Bay American (or Eastern) 
oysters in the late 1950s.

Aircraft maker’s 
proposal could speed up 
retirement of Sea Kings 


The Harper government has 
been asked to accept the air 
force’s long-delayed CH-148 
Cyclone maritime helicopters 
as they are currently con¬ 
figured and gradually phase 
them into service using regu¬ 
lar software upgrades intend¬ 
ed to make the aircraft fully 
operational. 

The proposal is being 
floated publicly by Sikorsky 
aircraft in the wake of a fed¬ 
eral cabinet shuffle that has 
left both National Defence 
and Public Works with sea¬ 
soned but not yet fully ac¬ 
climatized ministers. 

At the same time, the air¬ 
craft maker and Defence have 
agreed to a separate plan that 
would allow flight testing 
to begin on four helicopters 
that have been delivered to 
the militaiy air base in Shear¬ 
water, N.S. Twenty-eight of 
the aircraft have been or¬ 
dered. 

The evaluation, to begin in 
early August, inches the polit¬

Jim Rash’s resume is already 
pretty robust, earning ac¬ 
claim as a comic actor (Com¬ 
munity), director (The Way, 
Way Back) and screenwriter 
(The Descendants, for which 
he and co-writer Nat Faxon 
won an Oscar), but there’s 
always room for more. His 
latest gig is hosting The 
Writers’ Room, a round¬ 
table discussion series going 
behind the scenes of fan- 
favourite television series 
like Breaking Bad, Game of 
Thrones and New Girl. 

The idea of TV being “the 
writer’s medium” has really 
taken hold with audiences. 
Where do you think that’s 
coming from? 

I feel it’s because of this 
rabid fan base, this need for 
knowledge that we all have. 
I feel like they have respect 
now for the storytelling. 

Not that no one had an idea 
where it came from, but 


I feel like people have a 
newfound respect for good 
stories. I think TV’s in a 
really great place right now 
as far as embracing flawed, 
sometimes questionable 
people, from Dexter to 
Breaking Bad to any of 
these shows like Mad Men 
— complex characters that 
you get so frustrated by. In 
the age of binge-watching, 
catching up on shows that 
you missed, all these things 
lead you to wondering 
about the story. 

You also have things like 
Comic-Con, where showrun- 
ners get as much attention 
as actors. 

Yes, I think it’s another 
outlet. It’s another version 
of social interaction and 
connection to people that 
we didn’t have certainly 
when I was growing up. We 
just watched the TV show, 
maybe read a magazine or 
a review. 

If you could pick any series, 
living or dead, from the 
history of television for The 
Writers’ Room, what are 
your dream choices? 

It’s tough. I’d be very 
curious talking to MASH 
writers just because I have a 
fascination with the balance 
of comedy and extreme 
drama and just the idea 
behind that show. I feel like 


I’d want to do a moment 
with the Cheers writers just 
because that’s probably the 
quintessential show of my 
life. Then I think I would 
want to sit down with Lost 
because I have a lot of 
questions, being a guy who 
watched from the begin¬ 
ning with groups. 


How about having Dan Har¬ 
mon on The Writers’ Room 
now that he’s back running 
Community? 

I’d love to do Community. 

I know that Walking Dead 
was on the list to be done, 
but it was an AMC decision. 
I start with Breaking Bad 
and then I get to do that. 

So I feel like there’s lots 


of shows that would be 
all on board to do it. And 
I think a lot of them, as 
soon as they see what it is, 
I feel like they’ll embrace 
it because it really is a 
celebration of what they’re 
doing. So I hope they’ll see 
that it’s light and fun and 
introspective about their 
process.

Q&A. The Amazing 
Spider-Man star reveals 
his fear of famous 
people and his hopes 
for his superhero sequel 


For his last Comic-Con appear¬ 
ance, nearly a year before the 
release of 2012’s The Amazing 
Spider-Man, Andrew Garfield 
wore a store-bought Spider- 
Man suit and gave a heartfelt 
speech about what the charac¬ 
ter means to him. 

Thousands of fans who’d 
known Tobey Maguire as Peter 
Parker instantly had reason to 
embrace the new star. But Gar¬ 
field was just as nervous before 
appearing inside the San Diego 
Convention Center’s largest 
hall recently to promote The 
Amazing Spider-Man 2, which 
is set for release next year. 

The 29-year-old actor again 
attended the presentation in 
his Spidey suit — this time 
a screen-worthy version — 
before appearing as himself 


to answer fan questions. He 
spoke about Comic-Con, his 
hopes for the second film and 
why he’s afraid of famous 
people. 

What’s it like to be back at 
Comic-Con after your first 
experience? 

I had so much fun, and I 
think about it often. It was 
a real highlight. It was like 
part extreme sport — it felt 
like skydiving, the amount of 
adrenaline that I had. I was 
like shaking and breathing 
incredibly hard. 

Your recent remarks that 
Spider-Man could be gay gener¬ 
ated a lot of response. Were 
you surprised? 

I don’t know about the 
response. All I know is it’s an 
interesting question, more 
philosophically than anything. 
Obviously making this ver¬ 
sion of Peter Parker suddenly 
bisexual or gay wouldn’t really 
make logical or dramatic 
sense. It was a hypothetical 
kind of question about the 
nature of these comic book 


characters and the nature of 
this particular character, and 
whether sexuality, race, any 
of those things makes any 
difference to the character of 
Peter Parker. 

How do you like working with 
Jamie Foxx, who is playing the 
villain Electro? 

Famous people scare me. I get 
really nervous around famous 
people.... I overcompensate 
(with) how unimpressed I am, 
which is completely and utter 
rubbish. So I’m a fan. But of 
course, with someone like 
Jamie who’s not only this pres¬ 
ence, but such an incredible 
talent, multitalented, who I’ve 
been a fan of for ages, is just 
a great man, a great person, 
and a gentle, kind, good soul 
and good spirit, and then 
suddenly it’s like, let’s shoot 
some hoops, have a chat, meet 
his daughter. It’s that weird 
myth of fame, of actors and 
musicians or whatever being 
any different from anyone 
else. It’s that weird thing that 
I still (get) excited, “Oh they’re 
on a pedestal, they’re better, 


they’re better, they’re just 
better.” It’s just not the truth. 

I love busting that myth any 
chance I get. 

How do you like working with 
Emma Stone, and is there a 
danger of taking work home? 

Well, you’re assuming some¬ 
thing there, which I will not 
be commenting about. 

So how do you like working 
with Emma Stone? 

I love it. She’s a great gal, and, 
as we all know, a singular tal¬ 
ent, like a completely unique, 
singular talent. She just was 
bom like a purebred, in terms 
of you just say, “Go” and she 
goes. It’s infuriating because I 
can’t keep up with it. 

Where does Spidey go from 
here? 

We’ve got such a multidimen¬ 
sional story with multidimen¬ 
sional characters and a real 
cohesion. It’s big, it’s small. 
I’ve just got such a good feel¬ 
ing about it. I’m really hoping 
it lives up to my expectations.

Parenting. What’s that 
rash? Forget sex. In my 
day.

to say to new parents 


From diet tips to “little baby, 
little problems,” sleep-deprived 
and new parents have heard it 
all. And they want you to stop. 

Most every new parent has 
a greatest hits of lame advice 
and annoying remarks. For fit¬ 
ness buff Brook Benten, mom 
of four-month-old Hayes, her 
list included her post-baby 
body. 

“My swollen uterus made 
me look like I was still five 
months pregnant,” said the 
Round Rock, Texas, mom. “I 
was elated to be a mother, but 
I knew good and well that I 
looked baaaaad. Well-intend¬ 
ing visitors would look me 
once over and say, ‘Wow! You 
look great!”’ 

Brandi Jordan, who owns a 
parenting resource centre in 
Los Angeles, said the way to 
avoid ticking off new parents is 
pretty simple. 

“I think that people should 
not give advice. Period,” she 
said. “People see it as open li¬ 
cense when they see someone 
with a baby to give them their 


opinion on how they should 
have socks on, or they should 
have a hat on, or they need 
sunblock, or you shouldn’t be 
taking them out, they’re too 
young. Some people make 
themselves armchair experts 
because they’ve read a lot of 
things.” 

That, she said, is why the 
what-not-to-say problem is 
so out of control these days. 
Blogs, social networks and 
simple online searches are the 
armchair expert’s best friends, 
said Jordan, who has a six-year- 
old. 

Instead of advice, how 
about not coming over for a vis¬ 
it when you have a cold, even 
though you think you and your 
kids are no longer contagious? 

But she also has a suggestion 
for new parents: How about not 
rejecting outright the experien¬ 
ces of your own parents due to 
their grandparently status? 

“A lot of new parents dis¬ 
count what then own parents 
actually know, but a lot of 
grandparents do have good 
traditional things that work 
really well,” she said. 

First, she said, parents need 
to realize that they really do 
need help. 

“Before, you didn’t need 
help because your family was 
right there and did everything, 
but so many people are far re 


moved from their families.” 

But make sure help is help. 
Visits should be 10 minutes, 
not two hours, in the early days 
unless you plan to throw in a 
load of laundry, do dishes or 
cook a meal. 


Dr. Richard So, a pediatri¬ 
cian at Cleveland Clinic Chil¬ 
dren’s hospital, has three kids 
of his own. The youngest is not 
yet two. 

His advice for well-mean¬ 
ing loved ones: “Ninety per 


cent is just reassuring that 
mother that she’s doing the 
right things, that she’s not go¬ 
ing to harm her baby,” he said.

For graduating seniors in high 
school, the excitement of com¬ 
pleting the university or college 
application process and head¬ 
ing off to school just can’t be 
matched. But often, the excite¬ 
ment ends where the anxiety 
about choosing a major — and 
the big life questions that come 
with it — begins. In their new 
book, The Secrets of College 
Success, professors Jeremy 
S. Hyman and Lynn F. Jacobs 
share their tips for students 
looking for the right major. 

Take a minute 

Upon entering university, 
many students are encouraged 


to declare a major right away, 
but according to Hyman, that 
isn’t necessaiy. “We recom¬ 
mend the following: don’t 
major at the door!” she says. “I 
don’t think picking a major is 
all that important and I think 
when possible, it’s good to 
delay.” 


Take advanced courses 

Many schools offer introduc- 
toiy courses that are watered- 
down introductions to subjects 
as a whole. Therefore students 
don’t really get a sense of what 
the major is like until they 
take advanced courses, accord¬ 
ing to Hyman. “When possible 
we think it’s best to test the 


waters,” she says, “especially if 
you can take one or two upper 
division courses before putting 
down your quarter.” 

Go with what you love 

It’s important to pick some¬ 
thing you’re interested in, but 
many students have varied in¬ 
terests and have trouble when 


focusing on just one course of 
study. “A lot of students like to 
double and even triple major 
and sometimes add a minor 
or two as well,” says Hyman. 
“This can be a good idea if the 
majors have some relation to 
each other, but we think a far 
better idea is that you have a 
primaiy interest.” According to 
Hyman, when picking a major, 
you are committing yourself to 
10 or 12 required courses, so 
picking two majors — espe¬ 
cially ones that don’t relate to 
each other — can be a tough 
venture. 

Don’t focus too much 
on the money 

“When you major in some¬ 
thing, especially (when it is an) 
undergraduate major that is 
followed by graduate school,” 
says Hyman, “you’re having to 
pick a career 10 years ahead of 
yourself and what you think 
will be good 10 years from 
now.” 

Hyman urges students to 
use caution when thinking so 
far ahead, because high-paying 
career choices can change, 
and so can the interests of the 


student. “When picking the 
major, the student should be 
an educated consumer and 
(should) use the sources avail¬ 
able rather than just lunging 
at something because they’ve 
done it before.” 

Your major and your career 
don’t always have to be 
the same thing 

Of course there are fields such 
as health care and informa¬ 
tion technology that require 
specific training and Hyman 
says it makes sense to match 
your major to a career. How¬ 
ever, she says that picking a 
major is not the end-all, be-all 
decision. “What businesses 
complain about most when 
they hire people is not that 
they have the wrong major,” 
Hyman says, “but that they 
have bad writing, analytical or 
interpersonal skills.” Further¬ 
more, Hyman says that there 
is no real rush. “Students think 
when they pick a major they’re 
locked in for life to that major 
and that career. Beginning 
students should realize that at 
many colleges it’s extremely 
easy to change a major.”

Show me the money. 

More businesses turn 
to the public for help 


Crippled by mounting finan¬ 
cial debt, father and son duo 
David and Brian Best had few 
options left to save the potato 
farm their family has operated 
in Tryon, P.E.I., since the early 
1930s. 

It was a customer who 
dropped in to Best Acre Farms 
to buy seed potatoes that 
sparked the family’s current 
bid to save their livelihood — 
crowdfimding. 

“I told him I was pulling 
strings to find out how I can 
source money, and he said, 
‘Well, you might try crowd- 
funding,’” said Brian Best. 

Best did just that, and with¬ 
out a crop in the ground, he has 
dedicated much of his time to 
the online campaign, which 
aims to raise $200,000 by Aug. 
1 . 

As of Thursday, the cam¬ 
paign on Indiegogo.com has 
generated around $8,000.

com are drawing people from 
across Canada to crowdfimd¬ 
ing, and the types of campaigns 
they fund vaiy widely. Whether 
it’s building a school in Africa 
or trying to secure the release 
of an alleged video that appears 
to show Toronto’s mayor smok¬ 
ing crack cocaine, the possibil¬ 
ities are endless. 

Regardless of the cause, 
the components of a success¬ 
ful crowdfunder often remain 
the same, said Sandeep Pillai, a 
graduate student at the Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto’s Rotman School 
of Management who has stud¬ 
ied crowdfunding. “That abil¬ 
ity to engage people ... is veiy 
critical in a crowdfimding cam¬ 
paign. Let it be a potato farm, 
let it be a solar watch, let it be 
a coffee down the street, what- 


Success tastes good 


In Halifax, residents can see 
the success of the Brooklyn 
Warehouse's crowdfunding 
campaign as they drive past 
the restaurant in the city's 
north end. About two years 
ago, co-owners George and 
Leo Christakos crowdfunded 
$ 23,000 over 60 days to 
avoid the bank and expand 
the restaurant. George said 
aside from the obvious 
financial benefit, crowd¬ 
funding also doubles as a 
marketing campaign. "It is 
an incredible way to create 
awareness and marketing 
for an upcoming project," 
said Christakos.

US bonus cheque in his pocket 
and praise from UFC president 
Dana White.

White told reporters after 
Smith and Ed (Short Fuse) Her¬ 
man won fight of the night 
honours Saturday with 15 
minutes of bone-rattling ac¬ 
tion.

Such is life in the UFC, 
where winning often isn’t 
enough. The organization is 
set up to reward performance, 
with most fight contracts 
carrying an automatic match¬ 
ing win bonus. So an under¬ 
card fighter on a basic purse 
of $8,000 can double his pay 


with a victory. 

Each card carries $50,000 
bonuses for fight of the night 
(for the winner and loser) and 
for submission and knockout 
of the night. The UFC is coy 
about the rest of its bonus 
structure but is known for cut¬ 
ting discretionary cheques for 
outstanding performances. 

“You want more money? 
Go get it,” said White, who 
has been under fire in recent 
months over fighter pay. “Go 
get it. Believe me, guys who 
deserve more money, we pay 
them. We pay the guys who 
make a difference.” 

Smith (10-4) and Herman 
(21-7 with one no contest) are 
not likely to win any titles, 
but they put on a show, con¬ 
necting on a combined 160 
significant strikes in three 
rounds, according to Fight- 
Metric. Both fighters were re¬ 
peatedly wobbled throughout 
the free-swinging fight, which 
drew oohs and aahs from the

Brek Shea sure knows 
how to make an entrance. 

Just 42 seconds after 
coming into the game as 
a substitute Sunday, Shea 
pounced after Landon 
Donovan whiffed on a 
shot and poked the ball 
into the net. His goal in 
the 69th minute gave the 
United States a 1-0 victory 
over Panama and the 
CONCACAF Gold Cup title. 

It is the fifth Gold Cup 
title for the Americans, 
but their first since 2007. 

It also is the first inter¬ 
national title as a coach 
for Jurgen Klinsmann, 
who won the 1990 World 
Cup and 1996 European 
Championship with 
Germany.
